WASHINGTON, July 7 (P—Pres- 
ident Truman today signed a bill 
permitting National Guard units on 
active federal duty to keep their 
designations for five years. 

Present laws provide that nei- 
ther the units nor their individual 
members can be called into fed- 
eral service for more than 24 
months. | 

Defense chiefs, in complying 
with the law, have been releasing 
individual members of the units 
after obtaining replacements from 
draftees and volunteers. They will 
continue to let individual guards- 
men out before 24 months’ service.

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Ike’s Prospects 
Are Brighter 


CONVENTION HALL, Chicago, July 
7—At about 10 minutes past five 
o'clock Monday afternoon, the chair- 
man of the Republican convention an- 
nounced the appearance of the first 
silver lining in the dark clouds that have 
hung over the candidacy of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. | 

The general won a tremendous vic- 
tory when the delegates voted to reject 
earlier steamroller decisions by the na- 
tional committee and to refuse to allow 
the delegates seated by that group from 
Georgia, Louisiana and Texas to vote on 
matters affecting their future status. 
Thus did the convention follow the 
American custom of forbidding the ac- 
cused to vote himself innocent. The mat- 
ter then went to a credentials committee 
which will be shorn of the members 
from the three contested states. 

But, whether that committee seats 
delegates friendly to the general or not, 
the convention’s drama-filled decision 
was the first great impetus the Eisen- 
hower cause has had. Until now the 
Taft-controlled steamroller has worked 
perfectly. : 

The result must not be interpreted as 
a straight test of strength between 
Fisenhower and Taft. Many Republicans 
who are against the general and some 
who are not yet committed fought for 
the amendment which reversed the 
steamroller acts of the past several days 
which so disturbed the nation. But, it is 
a great psychological victory. It may 
convince the doubting that General 
Fisenhower is indeed the man who can 
win, |

We Must Enforce 
Antirabies Statute 


Despite vigorous action on the part 
of the State Department of Health, 
rabies continues to rage in some sections 
of Georgia. 

Dr. L. E. Starr, rabies control direc- 
tor for the department, estimates that in 
the last nine months the medieval disease 
has taken a toll of $100;000 worth of 
dairy and beef cattle in the Piedmont 
section of the state alone. 

There is an indication of the reason 
for the lack of success of the antirabies 
drive in a news story from Sumter 
County. The report says that in Sum- 
ter this year only 50 dogs of a popula- 
tion of 859 dogs have been inoculated.

that the low percentage of dogs treated 
in Sumter County is no exception, that 
in many other counties there is only 
token compliance with the inoculation 
law. 

That law was put on the books to 
bring the dread disease under control 
and eventually to stamp it out. We can 
expect no real progress in the campaign 
until the statute is rigidly enforced. En- 
forcement is impossible until public 
opinion supports the law. 

Surely anyone who realizes the cost 
owners and 
the threat to human life will see that 
his own dog is treated and will insist 
that his neighbors follow the example.

Jet Fighter Flight 
Gives Cause for Pride 


Amid the sound and fury coming out 
of Chicago, don’t lose sight of the sig- 
nificance of that jet flight Sunday from 
California to Hawaii. 

A squadron of 20 F-84G Thunderjets, 
based at Albany, Ga:, made it nonstop 
2,400 miles to the Hawaiian mainland 
in six hours, refueling on the way. Ulti- 
mate destination is Japan. 

How the airborne refueling was 
worked is a secret the Air Force is keep- 
ing. It is sufficient to say that this 
flight was the longest mass nonstop 
refueling maneuver ever attempted and 
the first operation by which that many 
fighter planes in formation have ever 
flown the Pacific. 


We have been worried about our Air 
Force—about the relative merits of our 
planes and those of the Soviets and 
about the apparent slow rate of aircraft 
production. 

Amid the gloom there is a bright ray 
of encouragement in this jet flight 
toward the setting sun. Given the 
planes, the men who fly them and fuel 
them seem capable of getting there 
“fustest with the mostest.” 

‘ Coinciding with this trip by air, our 
own new liner, the United States, 
clipped off 41 miles an hour on the At- 
lantic to set a new record for the cross- 
ing to England. 

On sea and in the air, the week end 
was a good one for the United States of 
America.

Civilizations That 


Collapsed From Withi n 


Sir Arnold Toynbee, British histo- 
rian, in his six-volume history of man- 
kind, gives an account of the 19 civili- 
zations the race of man has known and 
traces the reasons for their downfall. 
Sixteen of the 19 fell from within 
through internal decay. 

The internal force which destroyed 
these hard-built structures is disinte- 
gration of moral and spiritual principles 
which held them together. The result- 
ing breakups were inevitable because of 
the corruption which had eaten away the 
strength and the will to resist. Instead 
of continuing to build, the people be- 
came destroyers of themselves and their 
institutions. 

Although Toynbee has tried to make 
apologies for the conditions existing in 
the world today, many of the elements 
found in his history of other civilizations 
are inherent in our society of this 20th 
century. Wars are the outward ex- 
pression of the crisis into which West- 
ern civilization has allowed itself to 
descend. 

Breakdown of moral principles, cor- 
ruption, lack of belief in ourselves and 
our institutions, abuses of privilege, dis- 
honesty in action and word, and individ- 
ual quest for material wealth and ease— 
all these were present in the breakdown 
of 15 civilizations which preceded ours. 

Efforts to save the structures which 
appeared in the different eras of his- 
tory were counterparts of today’s fas- 
cism, nazism and communism. These 
were the first outward expressions of 
decay, of mankind’s insistence upon 
placing physical comforts and pleasures 
above decency and honesty in living. 

And so, Western civilization is in its 
crisis today. Whether we survive de- 
pends upon a resurgence of moral and 
spiritual strength which can destroy the 
termites of greed, dishonesty, corruption 
and the other evils with which we have 
become so well acquainted. 

When we look at the corruption in 
the two political parties that run this 
nation—the latest coming from the Re- 
publican convention in Chicago—one 
wonders. 

Unless the people are able to rise up 
and put an end to it, will the United 
States and Western civilization be able 
to survive? We are being challenged by 
the most corrupt, Godless and degener- 
ate movement in history in communism. 
Only through commanding an equally 
opposite movement have civilizations of 
the past been able to survive the same 
kind of struggle. 

We must have a renaissance of mind 
over matter if we are to win.

Eloquence, Vindictiveness, Error 


Mark Gen. MacArthur's Address 


CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO, July 7— 
Well before he came, the speaker's stand 
had proclaimed him as the greafest mili- 
tary leader of all time, also our greatest 
statesman, af¥q one of the greatest Christian 
gentlemen in two thousand years. 


And then down the long center aisle, past 
all the delegates, marching the full length of 
the hall attended by drums and bugles, came 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur, 

He received an ovation which did not 
really need the urgent arm-wavings of the 
cheer leaders on the rostrum. But somehow 
it did not seem to attain the electric quality 
of his first great appearance before the joint 
assembly of the congress only a little more 
than a year ago. The man in the neat blue 
suit did not seem quite so majestic and god- 
like as when he appeared before in his bat- 
tered old hat and the uniform he wore with 
great honor and achievement. But, still there 
was drama in his appearance, 

As for his speech, it must*go down as one 
of the great political documents of our time. 
It was the general at his eloquent and vin- 
dictive’ best. He played upon his speech as 


"a great organist goes up and down the key- 


board of a vast pipe organ. He had all the 
touches, family, home and sorrowing fami- 
He missed nothing. It was shrewdly, 
skillfully done, and the professionals on the 
stage with him must have been envious as 
this military man stood there and held. the 
audience silent until he wanted them to roar. 

General MacArthur loosed all his anger 
and resentment in this speech and it will be 
interesting to see if he overdid it. He de- 
manded a global concept of the Communist 
menace, but deplored our aid programs and 
was most critical of not spending more time 
with Asiatic affairs. : 

He accused too, the President of having re- 
fused to spend money for an air arm after 
Congress had voted it. 

There isn’t much doubt but that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur could, he would like to take over the 
military of this country and remould sit 
nearer to our heart's desire. 

There were several glaring holes in the

MacArthur discourse, but the theater of 
the man and his symphonic and emotional 
sound effects caused them largely to be 
overlooked. One of the worst of these, and 
one which makes one doubt MacArthur's 
sincerity or memory, dealt with Korea. 


Let us take a paragraph: ‘‘We defeated 
the North Korean armies,’”’ he said, ‘‘but 
when the Communist armies of China 
struck, our leaders lacked the courage to 
fight to a military decision, even though 
victory was then readily within our gresp.’’ 

Now, it is a well-known fact that the 
Communist armies struck when our small 
forces were taken near the northern border. 
The Eighth Corps and the Tenth Army were 
split and escaped annihilation only with 
great resourcefulness in retreat. For Gen- 
eral MacArthur to say that at this time vic- 
tory was within our grasp is a statement 
puzzling in the extreme. It is not true, for 
one thing, and he does not make us more 
assured by his own assurance. 

General MacArthur repeated his force- 
ful argument in behalf of Asia, saying we 
have been too occupied with Europe. There 
is room for argument here, but certainly it 
has been, and is, the Republican leadership 
which is chiefly responsible for failure to 
provide more aid in Asia. Aid to India. 
which is the key state, was cut, as were the 
plans made to extend the Point Four agricul- 
tural aid. 

The general's speech was a shrewdly ar- 
ranged and magnificently delivered set of 
generalizations, some true, some false, and 
many half true. But all were presented 
in the general’s eloquent and convincing, 
magnetic manner, so that for a moment 
they seemed to come flaming from that Mt. 
Sinai on which he dwells. 

MacArthur denounced collective security 
and he ridiculed the fact that we have it 
and that it has not worked well. 

It was a speech which called the nation 
to further war to justify the MacArthur pol- 
icy and to proveNhe administration wrong. 

It was, one muStbe\candid enough to say, 
an intellectually dishonest speech in many 
respects. But it concluded by a tribute to 
American youth, by an appeal to God, and he 
went in a blaze of glory, the roar of the 
galleries and the delegates in his ears, and 
knowing he had done his job well.

The travel folder explains that the Blue 
Ridge Parkway is a road intended for gypsy- 
like travel on the ride-awhile, stop-awhile 
basis. Built across the top of the mountains 
from Asheville on to the Shenandoah Na- 
fional Park far up in Virginia, every turn in 
the road has a thrilling new picture. 

No road I have ever driven has inspired 
me quite as much. Mama and I were in no 
hurry and we did stop : 2 
often along the way. I 
thanked God for the men 
who built the parkway 
and thereby made acces- 
sible new evidences of 
God's majesty and beauty. 

Just a few years ago 
it took really stout-heart- 
ed men to drive in unre- 
liable automobiles up the 
winding and dangerous 
mountain roads. ao | 

As we drove along, a line from one of 
William Blake’s poems came to mind. He 
was an 18th century English mystic who 
could drive home a piercing truth with an 
astounding economy of words. The line I 
thought about especially was this: “Great 
things are done when men and mountains 
meet,’’ 


But Blake is speaking of more than 
physical mountains. He has in mind any 
difficult task which challenges a man to do 
his utmost. He knew that no person ever 
reaches possibilities until he faces a big and 
difficult task. As Goethe put it, ‘Difficulties 
prove men.’”’ And when a real man meets 
a real mountain, great things are done, 


Centuries before Blake put these words 
On paper, the Divine Poet of Galilee spoke 
about men and mountains. He said, “For 
verily I say unto you, That whosoever shall 
say unto this mountain, Be thou removed, 
and be thou cast into the sea: and shall not 
doubt in his heart, but shall believe that 
those things which he saith shall come to 
pass; he shall have whatsoever he saith.” 


That verse is much more impressive as 
one is actually looking at great mountains. 
I thought of how somebody dreamed of 
building that wonderful parkway. No doubt, 
someone said, ‘‘You can’t build it. The 
mountains are in the wayv.’”’ But some engi- 
neer had the faith that could remove moun- 
tains. 

Skillfully the route was surveyed. Some- 
times mountains were actually moved as the 
big steam shovels cut into their sides. At 
places it was necessary to tunnel under or 
through the mountains. At other places the 
road was built over the mountains. It took 
careful planning and it took hard work. 

So with the mountains of life as we make 
our wav along. First, there must be the 
faith—the daring dream, if you please—that 
in spite of mountains, one can go on. Then 
there must be planning. God gave us minds 
to use, 

Finally there must be work. One does 
not ‘‘willy-nilly”’ find the good life. Blake 
says the great things are accomplished when 
a MAN meets a mountain. Not a baby who 
expects everything to be done for him. Men 
and mountains make a great team.

All Cleared Away 


In 1915, Col. A. J. Lawrence, founder of 
, Menlo, Ga., erected a monument to the Con- 


_federate soldier and to the women ‘“‘who kept 


the homes and prayed by the firesides.’’ He 
donated the acreage around the memorial 
“as a playground for the children of gen- 
erations forever.”’ 

But hard times hit the little town up in 

Chattooga County at the foot of Lookout 
Mountain. A_ series of # 
bank failures in Georgia * 
had its effect locally. 
Out of the financial de- 
hacle and a school fight 
there developed a bitter 
factionalism. Folks in 
Menlo and Shinbone Val- 
ley weren't speaking to 
each other, much less 
working together for a 
better community. 

And Jack Lawrence's 
park grew up in briars and honeysuckle so 
that the statue in the center was almost hid- 
den. : 

But that was before Georgia Power came 
in with its Better Hometowns Contest. A 
miracle no less happened. Enemies were 
forgiven and enmities forgotten. Menlovians 
entered upon a new era of peace and good 
will and the desire to spruce up the town. 
They laid down the sword and picked up the 
grubbing axe and swing blade. 

The Jack Lawrence Park is a clean, 
shaded, pleasant place now. There are 
swings and a merry-go-round and children 
can play. 

You can read the inscription on the monu- 
ment: Company D, 34 Regt. Ga. Volunteers. 
On the four sides of the cenotaph the names 
of battles fought: Baker’s Creek, Vicksburg, 
Chickamauga, Lookout Mountain. The com- 
pany roster is there. 

On the Fourth in ’52 the descendants of 
those men listed rallied round the shaft in a 
new cause. *‘Wm. King,” for example, the 
roll reads. Last Friday William Robert 
King, mayor of Menlo, was in command at 
the pit where 500 chicken halves and the 
potatees and roasting ears to go with them 
were being prepared for the barbecue. 

Last year the ‘‘new’’ Menlo cleared its 
park and got a water works and a glove fac- 
tory. This year the residents are concen- 
trating on home improvement. The “Yard 
of the Month’”’ is a campaign feature. Each 
month the lawn judged most presentable gets 
the judges’ nod and a neat sign proclaim- 
ing the distinction. A better deal for the 
colored residents is another plank in the 
1952 platform. 

Menlo finished second in the 1951 GPC 
contest, runner-up to Greenville in the small 
town class. On the Sunday after the results 
were revealed, a lot of Chattooga Countians 
went to the Meriwether County seat to see 
what ‘‘Miss Nell’”’ Stovall and her committee 
had that Harold Toles, W. A. Edwards, Bob 
King, ‘‘Miss Het’? Kennedy and the rest of 
the gang didn't have up in the hills.

Union leaders have shut down the nation’s basic industry in an effort to get compulsory

: ha strike in the nation’s steel plants 


has continued for five weeks.

The defeat cost Taft a net of 
32 votes, since 50 of the seated 
delegates favored him and 18 
backed Eisenhower. It also created 
doubts that the rulings of the na- 
tional committee would be upheld 
on the floor of the convention it- 
self, since Taft had the backing 
of these 50 votes in the voting 
today and he won't have it tomor- 
row. 

While Taft sought tonight to

CHICAGO, July 7—Governor Mc- 
Keldin, onetime ‘‘boy orator’ of 
Maryland, was chosen today to 
place General Eisenhower in nom- 
ination for President at the Re- 
publican National Convention. 

He immediately released Mary- 
land’s 24 delegates to vote as they 
wished on the first ballot. This 
clarifying action prompted close 
friends to confirm that he had 
vice-presidential aspirations. 

The 50-year-old governor said he 
believed that 22 of his state's dele- 
gates would favor General kisen- 
hower, with the other two for Sen- 
ator Taft. Previous soundings indi- 
cated the Maryland group was 
split 18 for Eisenhower and six for 
Taft.

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A CHILD CANNOT TELL YOU WHAT HE SEES 
He May See a Blurred World, But Has Never Seen a Normal One

Child With Impaired Vision 
Thinks Hazy World Normal

There are days when even the best child seems to complain about 
everything. One thing he rarely protests, however, day in or day out, 


is poor vision. 
poor. 


He doesn't protest because he doesn't know it .is 
He may see a blurred world, he may even see hits of two 


worlds. but he won’t fuss: he has never seen a normal world. 


Many of the symptoms of eye 
trouble are so apparent that any 
alert parent should be able to 
spot them (although thousands 
don’t). We suspect anything ex- 
cept the eyes. The National As- 
sociation for the Prevention of 
Blindness in a new pamphlet, 
‘‘Eyes for the Future,” lists eight 
danger signals. 

Rubs the eye frequently, 
frowns, or attempts to brush 
away the blur. 

Shuts or covers one eye, tilts 
or thrusts his head forward when 
looking at near or close objects. 

Has difficulty in reading or 
other close work (85 per cent of 
what a child learns is obtained 
through his eyes). 

Blinks, cries often, or is irri- 
table when doing close work. 

Stumbles or trips over small 
objects. 

Holds books or 


small play- 


things close to his eyes. 

Can't play games requiring dis- 
tance vision. 

Is very sensitive to light. 

Tears are nature's own eye 
wash. Remember this when 


Johnny gets a speck in his eye. 
If tears fail, wash the eye with 
lukewarm water, holding the 
head so that the water rolls from 
the corner of the eye nearest the 
nose out toward the side of the 
head.
